AVAILABLE, ANOTHER RELIABLE SOURCE SO AS TO ENSURE THAT 
ACCURATE ACCOUNT GETS TO THE SHAH PROMPTLY. 

2. YOU SHOULD SAY THAT YOU HAVE BEEN ASKED BY THE 
SECRETARY TO REITERATE HIS THANKS TO THE SHAH FOR HIS 
INTEREST IN THE PROBLEM OF OUR CURRENT RELATIONS WITH 
PAKISTAN AND EOR HIS PROMPT HELP IN ENSURING AN OPPORTUNITY 
FOR A MEETING BETWEEN THE SECRETARY AND AZIZ AHMED IN PARIS 
DURING THE CIEC MEETING. THE SECRETARY ALSO WISHES THE

THAT LINE. ON REPROCESSING, USG VIEWS WERE WELL KNOWN.
